The opening of the In- 
ternational Lineman’s Rodeo in Bonner 
Springs, Kansas, was also the opening 
for some new contestants this year. The 
boys from Kentucky .. .and they came to 
make an impact. 

The Kentucky Lineman’s Rodeo has 
helped to generate some interest in the 
skills of the power lineman throughout 
the Commonwealth, and these men came 
in force to see how they would fare at 
the big dance in Kansas. 

After the opening, while the air was 
still cold and the crowd was still sizing 
up the competition, the Rodeo team from 
Licking Valley RECC walked into the 
Pole Climb Event. They closely in- 
spected the pole they were assigned, and 
one by one they ran up and down the pole 
— the first pole climbed at the 2006 In- 
ternational Rodeo. 

Even though it was the first pole 
climbed, even though the climbers where 
not warmed up, even though they were 
a bit disappointed in their times, they 
would still be the second fastest team of 
the day. 

The pole climb is only one event that 
a team must do, but it is always watched 
closely, for it highlights the speed and 
agility of the lineman. The lineman must 
climb a 40-foot pole with a small basket 
containing an egg clinched in his teeth. 



When the lineman reaches the top of the 
pole he must take the basket from his 
teeth, throw down a basket that is hang- 
ing on a hook at the top of the pole, take 
the egg from the basket that was clinched 
in his teeth and put it in their mouth, hang 
the basket that was once clinched in their 
teeth on the hook and descend the pole 
as fast as possible to the earth below... all 
of this without cracking the egg. 

The Rodeo team from Licking Valley 
RECC, consisting of Chris Murphy, 
Scott Spencer, and Eric Adkins, came in 
second in the Pole Climb Event. 

You may be saying, “so what.” They 
came in second in the worldl The Kan- 



sas City Rodeo, or the International 
Lineman’s Rodeo, has contestants from 
around the world, and the best of the best 
from across the United States.

Louisville Attorney 
Jack Conway 

Conway, like Miller, is key to 
the Democrats’ future, but his 
only attempt at elective office was 
two years and he lost Third Dis- 
trict U.S. Rep. Anne Northup, 
who in turn lost this month to 
Democrat John Yarmuth. 

There are, of course, others 
who may get into the race. Lou- 
isville businessman Charlie 
Owen could self-finance, but is 
becoming a caricature wannabe 
for elective office. Former Demo- 
cratic Party Chairman Terry 
McBrayer lost a gubernatorial bid 
more than 20 years ago and has 
become one of the top lobbyists 
in Frankfort, hardly a resume to 
put before skeptical voters. Lex- 
ington attorney Gatewood 
Galbraith probably will run no 
matter what and, depending on 
how frustrated Democratic voters 
are the primary candidates, 
Galbraith will get some votes. 

All in all, it is understandable 
that Democrats are hoping to be 
able to welcome Ben Chandler 
back with open arms and gener- 
ous checkbooks.

PRIDE announces $1.7 
million in sewer grants 

Funds will be used to extend sewer lines in 5 counties 



SOMERSET, KY — Eastern 
Kentucky PRIDE recently an- 
nounced the recipients of the 
2006 PRIDE Wastewater Con- 
struction Grants. Five cities were 
awarded grants that totaled $1.7 
million. 

The grants will improve or 
expand sewer service to 587 
homes in the region. About one- 
half of these homes currently rely 
on malfunctioning septic sys- 
tems, largely due to poor soil con- 
ditions, or “straight pipes,” which 
send untreated sewage into 
nearby waterways. 

In Morgan County, the City of 
West Liberty will use a $400,000 
grant to run sewer lines to 200 
homes within the city limits. In 
the grant application, the city es-

Fall Clerks Conf. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 21 
- The 2006 Circuit Clerks Fall 
Conference focused on court pro- 
cedures that involve mental 
health issues such as involuntary 
hospitalization and treatment for 
alcohol and drug abuse. Donna 
Pelfrey, circuit court clerk for 
Morgan County, participated in 
the conference, which was hosted 
by the Administrative Office of 
the Courts in Louisville Nov. 15- 
17. 

The circuit clerks also at- 
tended sessions on office man- 
agement techniques, statewide 
case management standards and 
quality assurance in court record 
keeping. Representatives from 
Trust for Life gave a presentation 
on the ongoing charitable cam- 
paign sponsored by the KACCC 
to promote organ donation 
throughout Kentucky. 

Guest speaker Charlotte 
Wethington spoke about her ef- 
forts to pass Kentucky House Bill 
192, which is known as the Casey 
Wethington Act for Substance 
Abuse Intervention. Wethington, 
who lost her son to a heroin over- 
dose, was the driving force be- 
hind the law that enables parents 
to place adult children into treat- 
ment against their will. “The Of- 
fice of Circuit Court Clerk is of- 
ten called upon to handle cases 
surrounding mental health is- 
sues,” said Clark County Circuit 
Clerk David N. Hunt, who is also 
president of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation of Circuit Court Clerks. 

“We wanted to ensure that cir- 
cuit clerks know how to handle 
these important cases appropri- 
ately and with sensitivity.” 

The Department of Judicial 
Branch Education of the AOC 
provides annual training confer- 
ences for circuit clerks, who are 
responsible for managing the 
records of Kentucky’s Circuit 
and District courts. The Admin- 
istrative Office of the Courts sup- 
ports the activities of more than 
3,500 Court of Justice employ- 
ees. 
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timated that septic systems are 
failing at 50 of those homes. 

In Wolfe County, the City of 
Campton received $400,000 to 
provide sewer service to 47 
homes along old Kentucky High- 
way 15, as well as the Kentucky 
River Community Care Facility. 
Septic systems at almost half the 
homes in the area do not func- 
tion properly due to poor soil 
conditions. 

Congressman Hal Rogers 
(KY-5), who founded PRIDE, 
commended the cities that re- 
ceived grants for pursuing sewer 
projects that will benefit local 
homeowners, as well as the en- 
vironment that we all share. 
“Public sewer service is the most 
reliable way to treat wastewater,” 
Rogers said, “and I’m sure 
homeowners will gain peace of 
mind when they connect to this 
new sewer line. For the entire 
community, these projects mean 
cleaner waterways and more in- 
frastructure for new businesses.” 

In Adair County, the City of 
Columbia in Adair County was 
awarded $345,000 toward a 
$1,060,000 project that will ex- 
tend sewer lines to 85 homes in 
the Green Hills subdivision, 
which has problems with failing 
septic systems. The Appalachian 
Regional Commission will con- 
tribute $500,000 to the project, 
and the city will provide the re- 
maining $215,000. 

In Harlan County, the City of 
Harlan and KCEOC Community 
Action Partnership received a 
$134,706 grant to fund part of a 
$538,824 project. A sewer line 
will be extended to 125 homes, 
the KCEOC Child Development 
Center and Hall Elementary 
School in the Grays Knob com- 
munity. The city and Harlan 
County Board of Education will 
provide the rest of the project 
funding. 

The City of Williamsburg in 
Whitley County was awarded 
$500,000 toward a $6 million 
project that will serve 130 homes 
along U.S. 25 W and replace a 
failing wastewater treatment 
plant at Cumberland Falls State 
Park. The city is requesting the 
remaining project funds from a 
variety of state and federal agen- 
cies. 

The PRIDE Wastewater Con- 
struction Grant program pays up 
to 100 percent of the cost to in- 
stall new sewer lines. The pro- 
gram is intended to replace 
straight pipes and failing septic 
systems by making sewer service 
available to more people. Cities, 
counties and public utilities are 
eligible for the grants, which are 
awarded once annually. Through 
this and other grant programs, 
PRIDE has invested $ 1 1 6 million 
to provide sanitary wastewater 
treatment service to more than 
27,000 homes in the region.

UNITE drug 
arrests focus on 
out-of-state pills 



LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 20 - 
A federal, state and local effort to 
address the problem of out-of- 
state prescription medications has 
resulted in federal indictments for 
12 individuals and arrest warrants 
by Operation UNITE for 103 
street-level dealers. 

Among those arrested on fed- 
eral charges were two licensed 
pharmacists - Dan Daffron, owner 
of the Quick Script Pharmacy in 
Monticello, and D. Greg Jones of 
Richmond, who operates Rx Ex- 
press in Russell, Kentucky, near 
Ashland. Both face multiple 
charges of unlawful distribution of 
controlled narcotics.

Self-Monitoring 

Self-monitoring using a blood glucose 
monitor should be performed each day, at 
scheduled times determined by your 
healthcare team. This test shows daily 
changes in blood glucose levels. Here’s how 
to get the most from your self-monitoring: 

• Know your monitor. Select a low-mainte- 
nance monitor that doesn’t require 
cleaning or complicated calibration. 

• Be sure to get an adequate blood drop, and 
avoid extreme temperatures while testing. 
Identify which conditions may cause inac- 
curate readings for your monitor. 

• Practice using your monitor with your 
doctor or pharmacist. If you don't know

The Aic (formerly referred to as HbAic) 
test gives information about your blood 



glucose levels over the past 
three months, and is usually 
performed by a lab. It meas- 
ures the linking of glucose to 
red blood cells. The higher your 
average blood glucose, the 
higher your Aic. For people 
with diabetes, your value should be below 
7% to reduce your risk of complications. The 
American Diabetes Association recom- 
mends that you have an Aic test performed 
two to four times per year. 



Fructosamine 

This is a lab test that examines the link- 
ing of glucose to protein in the blood. It 
provides a two- to three-week overview of 
glucose control. Situations in which a fruc- 
tosamine test may be used include: when 
you’re changing diabetes regimens; during 
pregnancy, when varying hormone levels 
may affect insulin requirements; and when 
red blood cell levels are low, as this may 
cause an Aic test to be inaccurate.

“We’re no longer 
going to be the doormat for these 
drug dealers in Eastern Ken- 
tucky.” 

A significant “tool” in the re- 
ducing drug diversion is the 
KASPER (Kentucky All-Sched- 
ule Prescription Electronic Re- 
porting) System, Benvenutti 
stated. 

“Other states look at Kentucky 
as the ‘gold standard’.” He added 
that a recent trend analysis pro- 
vided “undisputable” evidence 
that UNITE’s approach is work- 
ing.

State transportation cabinet 
prepares for winter weather 



If the drastic change in 
Kentucky’s weather last week, 
from sunny 70-degree days to 
cloudy 30-degree days with the 
dreaded “s-word” - snow - men- 
tioned in the forecast, was not a 
giveaway, a peek at the calendar 
will tell you that winter is fast 
approaching. This fact is not lost 
on the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet, which experiences its 
busiest time of the year in win- 
ter.

and efficient transportation sys- 
tem for Kentucky drivers gets put 
to the test during the winter,” 
Transportation Cabinet Secretary 
Bill Nighbert said. “Our team 
members always rise to the chal- 
lenge and work tirelessly during 
winter storms to clear the roads 
so drivers can reach their desti- 
nations without problems or de- 
lays. 

“Governor Ernie Fletcher puts 
signficant emphasis on highway 
safety, and keepting roads clear 
of snow and ice is one of the most 
important things we do in terms 
of that philosophy. We take this 
very seriously,” Nighbert added. 

Our employees have tradition- 
ally done an excellent job in 
keeping roads clear during the 
winter,” Chief District Engineer 
for District 10 Linda Wagner- Jus- 
tice said. “That would not be pos- 
sible without lots of advance 
planning. 

“That is why we are staring 
now, while the weather is still 
good, to get ready for adverse 
conditions. Governor Fletcher 
has stressed highway safety as an 
essential function of te Transpor- 
tation Cabinet, and we intend to 
do our part by keeping our roads 
as safe as possible for drivers 
during bad weather.” 

The hilly to mountainous ter- 
rain of the district can be espe- 
cially troublesome for motorists 
during winter weather, so District 
10 workers get an early start in 
making sure they are ready to 
quickly and efficiently clear 
roads once the snow starts flying. 

Priority routes for snow and 
ice removal have already been 
identified. Crew members have 
stocked snow-melting chemicals 
at various locations throughout 
the district and checked equip- 
ment to make sure it will work 
properly when needed. 

District 10 personnel are also 
laying in an ample supply of the 
speical coldweather asphalt that 
will be required to patch potholes 
that develop as a result of freez- 
ing and thawing. 

Winter may occupy only three 
months on the calendar, from late 
December to late March, but the 
mountains of Eastern Kentucky 
can experience winter precipita- 
tion from November through 
April, so preparations are essen- 
tial to ensure that the state can 
plow and salt snow-covered 
roads to ensure the safety of the 
traveling public. 

In fact, snow was reported last 
week in some of the region’s 
highest elevations. 

District 10 personnel have the 
responsibility of clearning more 
than 1,800 miles of state-main- 
tained highways in the counties 
of Breathitt, Estill, Lee, 
Magoffin, Menifee, Morgan, 
Owsley, Perry, Powell and Wolfe 
counties. This mileage includes 
the Bert T. Combs Parkway and 
the Hal Rogers Parkway, as well 
as other heavily traveled routes 
linking these counties together 
and to the rest of Kentucky.

Landusers may apply for EQIP 
at any time. Applications received 
by January 3 1 , 2007, will be con- 
sidered for this (federal fiscal year 
2007) program year. Applications 
received after January 31, 2007 
will be held until the next evalu- 
ation period. 

EQIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked using criteria set 
forth by local work groups to de- 
termine which applications pro- 
vide the best environmental ben- 
efits and address the recourse con- 
cerns of their local area. 

EQIP allows cost-share assis- 
tance to persons engaged in live- 
stock or agricultural production 
on eligible land. Cost-share rates 
vary by practice and generally

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How to prepare your home 
as winter months approach 



Winter months are fast 
approaching. Home maintenance 
and repairs should be done year 
round as needed, but there are 
some things should inspect in 
early fall to insure that our home 
is ready for winter. 

When inspecting around the 
home there are several areas that 
we should check. These include 
the foundation, basement, yard, 
roof, exterior walls, windows, 
doors, interior surfaces, electrical 
systems, heating and cooling 
systems, plumbing and safety 
issues. 

As we inspect the following: 

Foundation - look for signs of 
water damage and cracks. Check 
to make sure that water is 
draining away from the 
foundation. If the house has an 
underground drainage system, be 
sure that it is working effectively. 

Basement - inspect the area 
for any cracks in the walls or 
floor. Repair any cracks or 
openings to make it water-tight 
and prevent water damage. Also 
inspect for small openings and 
cracks in joints or seams in the 
framework of the house, the attic 
and crawl space. Pay special 
attention to cracks around doors 
and windows. Cold winter air can 
enter our home through these 
cracks and openings. Caulk and 
weather strip these areas to save 
energy and add comfort during 
the winter months.

prevents cold air from coming 
into the home, but will also keep 
out insects and pests that could 
otherwise invade our homes. 
Autumn is the best time to do 
insulating. Do not wait until it 
gets too cold to do these tasks. 

Yard - prepare by raking 
leaves and pruning trees and 
shrubs. Do not leave patio and 
law furniture outside. Move them 
into the basement or garage to 
prevent damage from the winter 
weather. When the temperatures 
drop below freezing, shut off 
sprinkler and other outside water 
systems. Store garden hoses in 
the garage or basement with tools 
that will not be needed during the 
winter months. 

Roof - check for loose or 
missing shingles and make any 
needed repairs. This will keep 
snow or wind from causing 
further damage to the roof. Clean 
out the gutters to remove dead 
leaves and debris. This will allow 
water to flow easily through the 
drain system. Examine the 
chimney to be sur it is secure and 
there are no loose bricks or 
mortar. Hire a chimney sweep to 
remove any buildup from the 
chimney, hearth and firebox. This 
should be done annually if the 
fireplace is used often to 
eliminate creosote buildup that 
will create a fire hazard. 

Fall and winter temperatures 
usually cause heat bills to 
increase. Before extremely cold 
weather, check the heating 
system including filters, pilot 
lights and burners. Finding a 
professional to clean and service 
the heating system early in the fall 
may save money by preventing 
problems that could arise later in

Social Security And 
Adopted Children

November is National Adop- 
tion Month, a time when Ameri- 
cans focus on the increasing 
number of children waiting for 
adoption and the parents who 
wish to adopt them. More than 
100,000 children are adopted 
every year by American families. 
Some are adopted through local 
child welfare systems; some are 
adopted by stepparents, family 
friends or relatives of children 
whose parent(s) have died; and 
some children are from other 
countries. If you are considering 
adoption, or if you have already 
adopted a child, here is important 
information you should know 
about adopted children and So- 
cial Security. 

All adoptive parents should 
remember that their child usually 
needs a Social Security number 
(SSN) if they intend to claim the 
child on their annual income tax 
returns, or to get medical cover- 
age or apply for any government 
services for the child. While an 
adopted child can be assign an 
SSN before the adoption is com- 
plete, sometimes parents will 
want to wait and apply for a So- 
cial Security card after the pro- 
cess has been completed. They 
can apply for the number using 
the child’s new name and use 
their own names as parents. 

If adoptive parents want to 
claim their child for tax purposes 
while the adoption is still pend- 
ing, they need to contact the In- 
ternal Revenue Service for W- 
7A, Application for Taxpayer 
Identification Number for Pend- 
ing U.S. Adoptions. 

If the child already had a So- 
cial Security number before 
adoption, and you now want to 
report a name change to Social 
Security, you need to complete an 
Application for a Social Security 
Card (Form SS-5), and show us 
proof of the child’s U.S. citizen- 
ship or immigration status, proof 
of the child’s name change (the 
adoption degree), and proof of 
the child’s identity. In addition, 
you need to provide proof of your 



identity as the child’s adoptive 
parent. 

Also, the process for getting 
an SSN can be slightly more in- 
volved for parents adopting chil- 
dren from outside of the United 
States. Although children immi- 
grating to the United States 
qualify for citizenship, Social 
Security still requires specific 
documents to issue SSNs. Par- 
ents of children adopted from 
abroad should contact their local 
Social Security office for more 
information. 

If you are the parent of an 
adopted child with a disabling 
condition, your child may qualify 
for benefits under the Supple- 
mental Security income program, 
also known as SSI. SSI can pay 
monthly benefits to children who 
are disabled and whose families 
have little income and resources. 
A child under 18 is considered 
disabled if his or her physical or 
mental condition is so severe that 
it results in severe functional 
limitations, and if the condition 
is expected to last at least 12 
months. 

There are other Social Secu- 
rity benefits and situations that 
parents of adopted children 
should know about. For example, 
Social Security provides benefit 
payments to the widow or wid- 
ower and children (natural or 
adopted) of deceased workers. If 
a widowed parent remarries and 
the new spouse wants to adopt 
the child as his or her own, the 
child’s survivor’s benefit pay- 
ments would continue until the 
child reaches age 18 (or up to 19 
if attending elementary or sec- 
ondary school full time).

Religious Symbols and 
Current Legislation 



As the Christmas season ap- 
proaches, many Wolfe Countians 
display numerous religious sym- 
bols in their own homes. How- 
ever, for years, the courts have 
upheld that religious symbols do 
not belong in public places. 

After years of discussion and 
even argument, Wolfe Countians 
might begin to see more of the 
Ten Commandments and other 
historically significant religious 
symbols in public places 
throughout Wolfe County. In fact, 
the Wolfe County Fiscal Court 
has already approved and fin- 
ished a display of these type of 
symbols in the Wolfe County 
Courthouse. 

A law enacted by the General 
Assembly this year will allow 
state agencies, local govern- 
ments, and public schools to post 
the Ten Commandments and 
other religious materials as his- 
toric artifacts. 

Our legislators, after consid- 
ering the argument, found it in 
our state’s best interest to not 
hide its heritage, traditions, be- 
liefs or deeply held opinions of 
its citizens. “They felt it was im- 
portant for public buildings and 
properties to reflect the state’s 
rich history by displaying historic 
artifacts and symbols, including 
the Ten Commandment” says 
Johnson. 

The law, which was passed as 
House Bill 277, allows the dis- 
play of historic and religious ar- 
tifacts if they are displayed in a 
balanced, objective, and not 
solely religious manner. 

Schools may display religious 
materials only as part of a non- 
devotional, academic course ap- 
proved by the school’s govern- 
ing body. 

Displays that favor a particu- 
lar religion or religion in general 
are forbidden. In addition, the 
law states that the national motto, 
“In God We Trust,” should be in- 
scribed on a plaque to be placed 
above the dais of the Speaker of 
the Kentucky House of Repre- 
sentatives, similar to the posting 
in the United States House of 
Representatives in Washington, 
D.C. 

“The law itself cites that even 
the authors of the United States 
Constitution placed religious- 
based statements and symbols in 
and on their public buildings,” 
Johnson said. “By passing this 
law, I believe our legislators were 
attempting to find a balance be- 
tween the freedom to exercise 
religion and the freedom of 
speech.”

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violence call would lead to her 
own violent death just one day 
shy of Valentine’s Day in 2004. 
Unfortunately, emergency re- 
sponse workers’ efforts to help 
often are met with violence. 

Because emergency response 
personnel selflessly put them- 
selves in harm’s way to protect 
others, our legislature rightfully 
has established laws to help pro- 
tect them in the line of duty. 

The law, passed in 2005 and 
named the Brenda D. Cowan Act, 
makes an attempt (whether reck- 
lessly or intentionally) to harm an 
emergency response worker, paid 
or volunteer, a Class D felony, 
punishable by one to five years 
in prison and/or a $10,000 fine. 

Before 2005, the law pro- 
tected other employee classifica- 
tions, such as peace officers, so- 
cial workers, teachers and others. 
Now, anyone who injures or at- 
tempts to injure one of the fol- 
lowing with a deadly weapon or 
dangerous instrument is guilty of 
third degree assault: 

A state, county, city or federal 
peace officer 

Detention facility or state resi- 
dential treatment facility employ- 
ees; or 

A probation or parole officer. 

The following are protected 
under the Brenda D. Cowan Act 
when someone injures or at- 
tempts to injure them while they 
are performing job-related duties 

Social workers employed by 
the Department for Community 
Based Services 

Paid or volunteer emergency 
medical services personnel 

Paid or volunteer members of 
an organized fire department 

Paid or volunteer rescue squad 
personnel 

A transportation officer who 
is transporting inmates when the 
county jail or county correctional 
facility is closed. 

A public or private elementary 
or secondary school employee or 
school bus driver or 

A volunteer at a public or pri- 
vate elementary or secondary 
school. 

Just as our protectors cannot 
always protect us, our laws can- 
not keep all from harm. However, 
it is the hope that the law will 
serve as a deterrent, and those 
who cause or attempt to cause 
harm to our emergency services 
personnel will be prosecuted ac- 
cordingly.

New coach, new outlook 

Jeff Brown era begins tonight as Morgan opens new season

The season can’t start soon 
enough for new Lady Cougar 
head coach Jeff Brown. Not only 
does he finally have the job he’s 
waited years for, but Brown also 
believes he has the talent to com- 
pete in a tough 16th region. 

“I like our team,” Brown said 
earlier this week, “The attitude 
and work ethic have been great. 
We’ve asked these girls to learn 
a new system and give us every- 
thing they’ve got. And they’ve 
done that.” 

Brown’s 10-player roster in- 
cludes a good mix of experience 
and youth. Morgan’s two seniors, 
Jacey Curd and Haley Linkous, 
are expected to provide scoring 
and leadership. Juniors Kayla 
Kelly, Alyssa Dulen, Meghan 
Howard, Geri Humphries, and 
Hannah Fugate are as talented as 
any third year class in the region. 
And speaking of talent, there’s 
not a better sophomore in East- 
ern Kentucky than Leslie Eagle 
— the team’s top returning scorer. 
Eagle, along with freshmen Laura 
Hembree and Shay Williams, 



round out the varsity roster. 

As with the boys team, Brown 
agrees that guard play is the key 
to success. In fact, the coach says 
he will go with basically a four- 
guard lineup, including primary 
ball-handlers Eagle and Fugate. 

“Leslie and Hannah can flat 
play the game,” Brown said of his 
top returning players. “Honestly, 
I’d put them up against any two 
guards in the region. They play 
the game the right way and are 
going to give us a chance to be in 
every game.” 

Alyssa Dulen, Jacey Curd, and 
Kayla Kelly will likely join Eagle 
and Fugate as starters. Brown 
says he’s satisfied with his team’s 
ability to both score and defend. 

“We’re very active on both 
ends of the floor,” Brown said. 
“We get after it on defense by be- 
ing in your face and in the pass- 
ing lanes. Offensively, we want 
to screen, cut and get open looks. 
So far, our scoring has been bal- 
anced in each of our scrim- 
mages.” 

Although Brown likes what he 
sees early on, the so-called ex- 



perts aren’t giving Morgan 
County the time of day. The team 
hasn’t even been mentioned in 
pre-season polling — and neither 
have individual players. But the 
coach says instead of being an- 
gry about the omission, he sees it 
as the perfect motivator. 

“I really don’t blame the vot- 
ers,” Brown said. “Until we prove 
ourselves, we shouldn’t expect to 
be mentioned with the other 
schools. I’ve already posted the 
newspaper clippings so our girls 
can see what others expect of 
them. Now it’s our job to go out 
and prove everyone wrong — and 
we’re good enough to do that. 
You get respect by earning it.” 

The Lady Cougars will open 
the season tonight against Elliott 
County in Sandy Hook. Morgan’s 
first home game is slated for De- 
cember 4 against West Carter in 
the EKC tournament.

Just a few safety tips from 
your local Emergency Manage- 
ment Office: 

A real tree can add to the spirit 
of Christmas by filling your home 
with beauty and the scent of pine. 
But a real tree also can pose a fire 
hazard. Each year, more that 400 
residential fires involve Christ- 
mas trees and tragically nearly 40 
deaths and 100 injuries result 
from those fires. 

Try to select a fresh tree by 
looking for one that is green. The 
needles of pines and spruces 
should bend and not break and 
should be hard to pull off the 
branches. On fir species, a needle 
pulled from a fresh tree will snap 
when bent, much like a fresh car-

rot. Also, look for a trunk sticky 
with sap. 

Cut off about three inches of 
the trunk and put the tree in a 
sturdy, water-holding stand. Keep 
the stand filled with water so the 
tree does not dry out quickly. 

Stand your tree away from 
fireplaces, radiators and other 
heat sources. Make sure the tree 
does not block foot traffic or 
doorways. 

If you use an artificial tree, 
choose one that is tested and la- 
beled as fire resistant. Artificial 
trees with built-in electrical sys- 
tems should have the Underwrit- 
ers Laboratory (UL) label. 

Only use indoor lights indoors 
(and outdoor lights only out- 
doors). Look for the UL label. 
Check lights for broken or 
cracked sockets, frayed or bare 
wires, or loose connections. Re- 
place or repair any damaged light 
sets. 

Also, use no more than three 
light sets on any one extension 
cord. Extension cords should be 
placed against the wall to avoid 
tripping hazards, but do not run 
cords under rugs. 

Turn off all lights on trees and 
decorations when you go to bed 
or leave the house. 

Always use the proper step 
stool or ladder to reach high 
places. 

Read labels before you use 
materials that come in jars, cans, 
and spray cans. 

Never place lighted candles on 
a tree or near any flammable 
materials. 

Avoid placing breakable tree 
ornaments or ones with small, 
detachable parts on lower 
branches where small children or 
pets can reach then. 

Do not hang popcorn chains 
and candy canes on the tree when 
small children are present. They 
may think that other tree orna- 
ments are also edible.
